SUPPORT AND COST OF THE PROGRAM, COORDINATION AND SUPERVISION

appropriate instructional materials and teaching aids, 

EVALUATION OF THE PROGRAM, DETERMINATION OF THE STRUCTUAL 
CONTENT OF THE PROGRAM, AND CORRELATION OF THE FLES PROGRAM 

with other subject areas in the elementary schools, the 

PRIMARY OBJECTIVES OF FLES PROGRAM ARE LINGUISTIC, AND A 
SECONDARY AIM IS THE DEVELOPMENT OF CULTURAL AWARENESS. THE 
METHODOLOGY USED IN FLES CLASSES IS DESIGNED TO ACHIEVE THESE
